Taylor sixty-four. Pierce forty-alght, 
Buchanan sixty-five, Lincoln fifty-two, 
Hayes fifty-four, Garfield forty-nine, 
Cleveland forty-seven, Benjamin Har- 
rl.son flfty-flve. The oldest elected 
President installed was William Hen- 
ry Harrison at sixty-eight, the young- 
est. (Jrani at forty-six. The average 
lue of the twenty eb^cted Presidents 
when inaufiuraled was above fifty-six 
years, including the odd months. 

Washington. .lefferson, .Madison. 
.Monroe, Jackson. Lincoln. Grant, 
Cleveland and -McKlnley were Inaug- 
u rated In saoond terms at an average 
age of alxty, odd months included. 
Grant when inangurated for tha sec- 
ond time was the yonngeat re-elected 
President — not qulta fifty-one. Of 
Presidents reaching their ofilee bv 
way of the Vice Presidency, Tyler 
wa.s tifi>-one. Fillmore fifty. Johnson 
flfty-six, Arthur fifty; average age, 
odd months Included, about fifty-lwo 
and one-third. Roosevelt himself was 
not quite forty-three wben he became 
President upon McKinley's death. 
He waa iMtiguratad In 1906 at forty^ 
six.

One of the most imjlosing wui-k^ 
of mtMlern art in Europe is the colos- 
sal statue of Daniel O'l onnell in Dub- 
lin, Ireland. It is erected at the end 
of O'Connell street and is one of the 
points of intereat in the Irish capital. 
A huge cylindrical pedestal rests on 
a massive granite base and around 
the pedestal are grouped typical Irish 
flgures cast in bronse. Chief of these 
figures, facing the bridve is Erin, 
trsmplirg ner cast off scbackles 
under foot, boldipg aloft the act of 
Catholic emancipation in her left 
hand and with her riR-lit arm up- 
lifted, pointing to the great Libera- 
tor al)ovc, Tlie word ••0"( .iniiell" is 
l)eiienth. The otlii'r l'if.Miri'< rejire- 
sent I'ailli. l-"iiie Arl.s, Trades and 
the People. 'Colossal wiiijjed female 
lif;ures :in' MMted at the four anjrles. 
These fifjures are Fidelity, Klixpience, 
.Justice ami Hope. The faces aru all 
iii.slinct witli life aiul emotion. 

High above all rises the colossal 
figure of O'CoiHiell. II" is sliowii 
dra|)eil in liis cloak inid with his left 
hniul on his heart, his favorite atti- 
tude. The basi' .md pedestals are 
twfiity-eijfht feet higli and tlie figure 
of the Liberator is twelve feet high. 
It was begun by Foley, completed 
4>y Brock and caist in bronze by 
Moore, of Thames Ditton. The monu- 
ment was unveiled August IS, 1863. 
There are few tourlsta who visit 
Dublin who leave without seeing the 
statue of O'ConnelL

These 
archives are perha))S thi' most val- 
u.ible cidleetioii of papers, letters 
ami diKniments in .Maryland — from a 
liistorico ii liM^ious point of view tliey 
an- with. !,' ,!,iiilit the most im- 
portant in 111.' L'nited Stales. At a 
minimum calculation, there are some 
:j(>(i.ooo letters, some of them dating 
back aa far as 1772, ithree years be- 
fore the American Bevolution. The 
documenta are even older than the 
letters, many of them dating from 
1680 and thereabouts. The history of 
the archdiocese, indeed, the history 
of Maryland, is to be found in this 
collection. Tlie various papers rep- 
resent five different languages; the 
tn.ijoi ify are in either Latin, English 
or French; tint German and Italian 
are well repres.ii t I'll. It is said that 
the Catholic I'nivcrsily is considering 
the task of card-indexing this 
valuable collection.

One of Ireland's ohi«f points of 
interest to the arehaeofoglat aand 
historian is ClonmacnoiM, not far 

from the dividing lines %etween the 
I'rovinces of Leinster, Munster and 
Connaught. At one time hKstory 
tells us that one half t,he property of 
Ireland belonged to the owners' of 
Clonmacnoise. There are yet to be 
seen the "rjuiiis of the Seven 
riiurehes." Clnnmaenoisc had its uni- 
versity as well ais its churches and 
during the sixth cent iiry* was second 
to none in Europe as a seat of learn- 
ing. Many of the early princes of 
Ireland are buried in one of the 
seven churches. .The university sn4 
its accomps/nying churches were 
founded by St. Keiran the Younger 
in the sixth century 'and were de- 
stroyed during tlie Danish invasion 
three centuries later- 

nesides the seven churches there 
are to be found a? ( loiimaenoise two 
round towers, three large Celtic 
crosses and the rulna of an andent 
eistle.

"Nun's church" erected by Devorgil, 
the unfortunate wife of O'Buarl: 
Prince of Breffni, who eloped with 
Dearmud McMurrough and brought 
about the Anglo-Norman Invaaion of 
Ireland. Another interesting ruin 
near Clonmacnoise is that of the 
Episcopal castle, which was bmll in 
1210 by John de Gray, Ilisliop of 
Norwich.

Tliat there arc still pro-Knglish 
daily papeni in these United mates 
is evidenced by. the publication of a 
M-reed in the Chicago Tribune last 
Sunday. The Tribune would have its 
readers believe that Ireland is a land 
of lawlessness and disorder. Under 
the head. "<'rime Rago.s in Ireland," 
backed In a I/ondon date, we reo<l: 

"Ireland has beoomo a wcuso thorn 
in tlio si<io of tho Liberal liovorn- 
mont than it was in that of their 
Unionist rivals. It waa reported yea- 
terday that Under Secretary Birrell 
had oeoome alarmed at the growing 
lawleaaneaa which the Government, 
under present methods, is powerlesi 
to check, and that the Cabinet had 
decided to invoke the erimos act in 
five of the worse <'oiinties whore th' 
law now is paralyzed. The runioi 
proved false, for -so <|ear is ]>olitical 
oonsistencv to the heart of tlio 
Liberal politicians thav^Ahay decided 
to allow agrarian crime to run riot 
a little longer rather than use the 
coercive weapon ■which they've 
ahva.vs condomne<I when in the hands 
of the I'nionist i.'i)vernment, Tho 
Irish Secretary must ha^o sp<ikeji 
with his tongue in his cheek, to u«e 
an 'Iriwhisim,' when ho complained 
to .1 deputation of landowners yes- 
terday that they didn't co-oporate 
with the police in fumidiing evidence 
against tne cattle raiders. He got 
a prompt answer that the grazers 
ana herdsmen daren't come forward 
becatiae they firmly believed they 
would be murdered if they testified 
ngainst tho raiders. This Is common 
knowledtre in the affected districl.s. 
yet Mr. Birrell affectoi'. to receive 
it with great -surprise. There ii 
small doubt that outrages will con- 
tinue on an inoreaaing acala through- 
out Ireland amd it will be an inter- 
esting apeetnela to aee how long the 
Liberal Government will permit 
anarchy to continue without resource 
to effective measures of repression." 

Not only does tho Chicago Tribune 
publish this malicious article, but it 
backs it tip with an editorial 
castigation of Socrot-ary Birrell be- 
cause he liB-s not applied the crimes 
act. The Englikh editor of th.> 
Tribune concludea thus: "The chief 
difference in 'the crimes act is tha; 
It permits a selected Jury and a pos- 
sible change of venue, with trial 
before a stipcndary Judge Inatead oi 
a local Magistrate."

I'nited States Consul Mansfield, 
writing from Switzerland, says that 
it is estimated that thero were In 
Kuropp In the last season 8,000

per.sons. making a total of 40,000 
Americans motoring on the continent. 
The expense will average $10 a day 
for each person, making a dally ex- 
penditure by this elaas of American 
travelers in Burope of $400,000. 
The Ameriean motorista usually 
spend two months on the continent, 
which brings the agsregato expendi- 
ture up to $24,000,000 tor the sea- 
son.

It vkus 
hen that .Messrs. Richardson, Schranz 
and others began to point the finger 
of scorn at President Forst and to 
Insist that he was listoning to the 
whispers of Manball Bullitt, who sal 
on the steps of the dai.s at his feet. 
Kveniiially the ordinance reposed 
with till- Revision Committee. 

.Marshall Bullitt is Chairman of the 
Hoard of Fubllc Safety and Is chief 
advisor to his honor Mayor (Irlnstead. 
Recently he went to W'ashiogton, and 
It is aliened advised the President of 
the I'nited States how to deal out 
Federal i)ie. Incidentally he stopped 
at Columbus. Ohio, and told Secre- 
tary Taffs managers bow to hancUe 
the campaign i,n Kentucky. Chair- 
man Bullitt now wanto to manage the 
General Council. He may be able to 
do this iby parceling oat the gifts of 
the Boards of Piibllc Safety and 
Works. 

Thus far Bullitt and .Mayor Crln- 
slead appear to he emlniMiHy sure of 
certain voles. I'or instance- ('ouii- 
cllnian K. II. Kendall, has eight teams 
that are being eniplo\ed bv the city 
fiovernnient. Otto Cohen. another 
connciltiiati. formerly a pawn broke.-, 
now in the eni]doy of Chrest*-. the 
real estate man, is a friend of Mr. 
Bullitt. His brother-in-law, Lee Har- 
ris, has been given a place as clerk 
In the street cleaning department. 
It is also tinderstood that Councilman 
Krena, who ia engai^ed in the drv 
goods business at West and Walnut 
streets, has had overtures made to 
him to "be good" and get idaces for 
his son and son-in-law. .Ml he will 
have to do Is vote for .Marshall Bul- 
litt's MH'asures. 

Kveiy decent minded Republican Is 
disgusted with the attempt made by 
the ministerial branch of the govern- 
ment to debauch the legislative de- 
partment. Messrs. Richardson and 
Schrany are being ishsrally com- 
mended for the atand that they have 
taken in the intorest of fair play. 
If Mr. BullHt's ptans prevail the 
Democrats will carry the ItV handily 
two years hence and the Republican 
ticket will Bustaln a slump of some- 
thins like 20,000 votes.

,I<din lioylc O'Keilly aided its many 
times, and the last time we saw him 
look down from the litle shelf over 
his tahle our .\iilol>iograpliical 
Sketches, saying he always kept 
them there because he liked to read 
them. Archbiabop Williams was one 
of our be*t friends and many of the 
Catholic clergy have been of greait 
assistance to us in various ways. We 
i-ould say a great many more things 
on tihis subject if they were ne<'es- 
sary to'«how how Catholics have 
aided lis. No half dozen clergymen 
in ( liicago helped us so much in 
organising the Illinois Humane .So- 
ciety as did tite C*tholic Bishop."

C C Miller, a wealthy but eccentric 
millionaire of Pittsburg, who was a 
great admirer of dogs in his lifs time, 
died recently. In disposing of his 
Immense estate he specified that a 
full lot shall be purchased In a ceme- 
tery at lyong Branch where the re- 
mains of his two pet dogs "Twinkle" 
and "Pat" shall be IntSITed When 
they shall have died. 



Michael Driscoll, of Chicago, Is 
the richest Hreman in the United 
Slates and very probably in the 
world. Capt. Driscoll Is Chief of the 
Fourteenth battalion of the Chicago 
fire dapartment. His income from 
his I'roperty and his salary net him 
$10,(iOn a year and his money \s In- 
vested In real estate that is constant- 
ly Increasing In value. He expects 
that his holdings v^ill double their 
value within the ne>t ten years. 

Twenty-one years ago Driscoll was 
a day laborer and earned $9 a week. 
In 1886 he was made a substitute 
fireman and four years later was 
made Ueutenant of his company. In 
189< he was made Chief of hit bat- 
talion, a position he still holds. Nobs 
of his money has been made by graft 
or corrupt politics. On the contrary, 
everything he has was made by hard 
work, frugality and knowing liow to 
take advantage c^a bargain. 

For his success Capt. Driscol! takes 
no credit to himself, but says his wife 
Is resiionslble for the comfortable 
fortune he la now master of. He Is 
less than sixty years of age and has 
no Intention of retiring from the 
city's service for years to come. 

With the first money that he saved 
after entering the fire department 
Capt. Driscoll bought a lot near 
Douglas Park. He paid $800 for it 
and next morning sold it for $1,200. 
That was fifteen years ago. After that 
the rest seemed easy and his real 
holdings grew piece by piece and con- 
sUntly enhanced in value because he 
always bought near eonaorelai cen- 
ters. 

This wealthy fireman la still as 
good an Irishman and as good a Cath- 
olic aa he ■^as when he entered the 
department twenty-one yecups ago.

What Is ths Church of St. John 
Xrftteran? That Is a question often 
heard even among Catholics, 

In brief It is the mother and mis- 
tress, as it were, of all churches in the 
world and Is the Cathedral of the 
Popes. It was founded by the Em- 
peror Cottstantlne In the very early 
ages of Christianity and St. John the 
Apostle is its patron. It tiAas the 
name Lateran from tho ptaee where- 
on It was built. 

Centuries after it was built, or in 
l.'i08, It was almost entirely de- 
stroyed by fire, but was afterward 
restored and Is one of the foremost 
pla<es of Interest in that very Inter- 
esting city of Home. No pilgrim to 
the Kirrnal City feels satisfied unless 
he has paid at least one visit to the 
basilica of St. .lohn Lateran. 

Entrance to this magnificent relic 
of bygone centuries is gained through 
five doors. The one in the center is 
made of bronae sad originally be- 
longed to the Church 6t St. Hadrian 
at the Roman Forum. Over this door 
Is the loggia or gallery from which 
until 1870 the various Popes were 
accustomed to give their blessings to 
the people upon their elevation to 
the ohalr of Peter. 

Among the treasures of St. .John 
Lateran are the table upon which 
Our Lord ate his last supper and In- 
slltiil4(l the lUessed Sacrament. An-« 
other trt a.sure Is a wooden altar upo.i 
which St. Peter, the first Pope, cel- 
ebrated mass Here. too. are to be 
found the heads of Sta. Peter and 
Paul, a iiart of the purple garment 
worn by Our Savior when the Jews 
mocked him and hailed him as King. 

Adjoining the basilica Is the pal- 
ace of the Popes from which Plus IX. 
was driven by Garabaldl and his sol- 
diers In 1870. This Is particularly 
dear to Irish and Irish-Americans, 
since many of their bravest sons fell 
there In defending the temporal pow- 
ers of the Pontiir.

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HIS;T0RICAL FACTS. 

How WaahlnKton Became 
the Seat of Government 
Yaara Aso. 



Unless we are school children we 
are apt to forget from time to time 
some of the most Important events 
In American history. For Instance 
how few there are who remember 
that the seat of the National Govern- 
ment was transferred to Washing- 
ton. I). C. 107 years ago. or that 1 1 !< 
years ago the Maryland Legislature 
ceded to the National Government i 
tract of land ten miles square for the 
purpose of giving the nation a site 
for its capital? The bill thus passed 
was iheii signed by Janu s K. Howar i. 
fifth Covernor of Maryland, and Im- 
medla'elv be.ame a law. 

However other States wanted the 
caplUI within their territory. Penn- 
sylvania wanted it on the Susque- 
hanna, Virginia considered the Po- 
tomac an excellent site, and New 
York desired It on the Hudson. Sev- 
eral of these "States offered the (iov- 
ernment tracts of land, but Mary- 
land's offer was the most liberal. 

President Washington on July I*"'. 
1790, signed the bill establishing the 
seat of government on the banks of 
the I'otomac and accepting the ces- 
sion of land made by Maryland. Vir- 
ginia also ceded a tract ten miles 
square, but this was ceded back by 
the United SUtbs In July, 1846. 
Washington did not live to see the 
Government established fn Its new 
home. 

Some historians tell you that the 
new capital was built in a wilderness. 
Irat statlstles show that in those days 
Prince George county, Maryland, had 
a population of 21,000. This ad- 
joined the District of Columbia on 
the east. On the west waa Mont- 
gomery county with a iiopulation of 
329,000. Not such a wUdernesa after 
all, was It?
